Continued 

Merchants Vote To Sponsor 
Series 0/ Entertainments 
Beginning August 25 

The public having given its 
stamp of approvai and voted the 
recent Trade in Sierra Madre 
campaign the most outstanding 
community project ever under¬ 
taken here, the merchants who 
sponsored the drive to bring about 
a grreater community spirit on 
Monday expressed themselves as 
more than gratified and adopted 
a resolution warmly commending 
The Sierra Madre News for its 
co-operation and whole hearted 
support. The results obtained, 
the merchants declared, had far 
exceeded their fondest hopes. 

Previously the directors of the 
Chamber of Commerce at their 
semi- monthly meeting had pro¬ 
nounced the campaign an out¬ 
standing success in every respect 
and also expressed deep apprecia¬ 
tion of the part played by The 
News in carrying the idea of the 
movement to the people. It had 
had the unmlstakeable result of 
bringing about a more neighborly 
feeling among the people, a deep¬ 
er interest in their city and its 
Institutions and would undoubted¬ 
ly result in greater prosperity 
here, the directors said. 

In offering a resolution express¬ 
ing gratitude of the Merchant's 
Association to The News, Tom 
Tyler of the Sierra Madre Fur¬ 
niture Company declared the cam- 
paigrn to have been much the 
most important and well directed 
public movement carried on in 
Sierra Madre since he took up his 
residence here nearly nine years 
ago. The good effects of the cam¬ 
paign were in evidence on every 
hand, he said, and he felt sure 
they would be of lasting benefit. 
From the merchants' point of 
view, he said, he found that the 
people were much more interested 
in the local tradesmen because 
they had come to a realization 
of the Importance of building up 
the community by keeping a 
maximum of its funds in circula¬ 
tion among its people.

More Local 
Folks Join 
In Gold Hunt 

Tein Sierra Madreans Take 
Claim Near Gun Ban-el 
Mine In Trinity Co. 

"Gun Barrel Gold Mines,” named 
In memory of the old timer who 
perished in search for the yel¬ 
low stuff for which men have 
risked their lives since time be¬ 
gan, and who left behind only the 
rusted barrel of his rifle in token 
of his failure, is soon to take its 
place among the hydraulic placer 
mines of Northern California. 

Norman B. Jensen, G. B. Lang¬ 
worthy, and K. D. Langworthy, 
of Sierra Madre, who recently 
staked out the original claims on 
the property In the Virgin River 
gorge in Trinity County, will 
leave for the mine on a three 
month’s stay as soon as the 
•special machinery necessary is 
constructed in Los Angeles. Jen¬ 
sen and his associates, accomp¬ 
anied by T. E. Lydlard, Pasadena 
engineer, will start north prob¬ 
ably next week. The creek terri¬ 
tory will be thoroughly tested and 
tried in an endeavor to ascertain 
the richest field for activity. 
Lydlard, who will fuml.sh the 
technical work for the party, has 
been a practical mining engineer 
for over 35 years. 

Claims will be -staked out by 
the Jensen party for 10 other 
Sierra Madreans who are in on 
the project. 

The Virgin Creek claims are 
located within six and a half 
miles from the U. S. Forest Ser¬ 
vice road being built from the 
Readlng-Eureka highway up the 
New River. From the end of the 
road as it now stands there is a 
trail from Panther Creek running 
across the east bench of the 
mines. 

The benches of the Gun Barrel 
Mines were discovered by Jen- 
.sen’s party after over six miles 
of the heavily timbered Virgin 
Creek gorge had been explored. 
A total of 78 days of labor ende<i 
In the finding of the heavy gra¬ 
vels yielding 7.5c in coarse gold 
to the cubic yard. This yield is 
all free gold, requiring no milling. 
.Ml of the preliminary work was 
done exclusively with such prlma- 
tive tools as pickaxes, shovels and 
bars. Hydraulic equipment, oper¬ 
ated by the convenient water 
power, will lncrea.se fourfold the 
workers' capacity.

FOR TAX LEVY OF $2.40 
FOR CITY PURPOSES 

Appropriation Ordinance Provides $38,416 To Can-y On 
I^al Government And Over $41,000 To Meet Out¬ 
standing Bond.s— lncrea.se In Rate Will Yield Les.s 
l^t Levy Of $1.99 For La.st Fiscal Year Due To 
shrinkage In \ aluations— Salaries Reduced To Lower 
Operating Costs— 

A tax levy for city purpose of $2.40 per $100 of as¬ 
sessed valuation wa.s indicated when the Council on Wed¬ 
nesday night passed on first reading an appropriation ordi¬ 
nance calling for the expenditure during the present fiscal 
year of $68,200.20. The increa.se of 41 cents in the prob¬ 
able tex rate will yield le.ss revenue than the levy of $1.99 
fiscal year just ended, due to the shrinkage of over 
$600,000 in the city’s assessed valuation. 

.. The city and school levies have yet to be fixed, though 
the citys budget requirements leave no doubt but that a 

rate of $2.40 will be set. There will probably be a slight 
decrease in the levy for school « o 


purposes, but It seems likely that 
Sierra Madreans will be called 
uport to pay a tax rate for all 
purposes of about $5.40 per $100 
of valuation, divided as follows: 

City Tax .$2.40 

County Tax .88 

Flood Control .10c 

School . 2.00 


Total ...$5.38 

The estimated cost of carry¬ 
ing on the city government 
during the year is $38,416,- 
75, whereas it will lie neces-sary 
to raise $41,304.20 for sinking 
fund and interest charges on the 
various bond is.sues outstanding. 

All of the purely city activities 
must be carried on with a tax 
rate of $1, calculated to raise 
$38,416.75. To raise the sinking 
fund and interest charges a rate 
of $1.15 must be levied. The es¬ 
timated cost of operating the li¬ 
brary is $4,830, requiring a levy 
of 17 cents and the estimated 
cost of maintaining City Park is 
$2,841.67, requiring a levy of 10 
cents. 

The $199 city tax rate for the 
year 1931-32 yeilded $68,535.70 on 
the assessed valuation of th9.t 
period. 

The appropriation ordinance will 
be passed finally at a meeting 
of the Council next Wednesday 
evening. It Is predicatefl upon a 
budget showing estimated expen¬ 
ditures of more than $6,000 under 
the actual outlay for the fiscal 
year 1931-32. The reduction was 
brought about by further tenta¬ 
tive salary reduction.s amounting 
to from two per cent on the lower 
•salaried employes to nearly 20 
per cent on those receiving higher 
stipends, and in reduced costs in 
the street and water depart¬ 
ments.

The first item under the head 
of “general" listed above includes 


the salaries of all officials, office 
supplies and incidental expenses. 

First payments on the Canyon 
Park paving improvements come 
due this year so that the tax 
rate in the various zones into 
which the area was divided will 
vary. In Uie first zone where 
$6,435.18 must be raised, a levy 
of $12.64 in aildition to the $2.40 
for general purposes will prevail. 
In Zone 2 the additional levy will 
be $7.56; Zone 3, $1.24 and Zone 
4, $9.77. 

YtTiile the appropriation ordi¬ 
nance was under consideration by 
the Council, Business Manager 
Myers explained that the city was 
back to the o{)erating costs" of 
1924 when the city’s population 
was 2600 and that reductions in 
operating costs had been cut more 
than $6,000 under la.st year. It 
was impossible to cut further, he 
thought, without imparing the 
service to which the people have 
become accustomed and which 
the.v expect. 

“You will understand,” he said, 
"that the largest item you have 
to meet is the one over which 
you have no control, that of 
meeting the city’s bond require¬ 
ments; it must be met to the 
penny." 

Mr. Lawless wanted to know 
whether or not it would be pos¬ 
sible to further reduce the cost 
of garbage and rubbish removal 
and Mr. Myers replied thej’ 
could not be reduced further 
without absolutely discontinuing 
one or both of the services, re¬ 
minding Mr. Lawless that the 
cost of garbage removal had been 
reduced almost one half during 
the year just closed. He also 
called attention to other con¬ 
siderable reductions in operating 
expenses effected during the year. 

“Because of the decrease in as¬ 
sessed valuation," said Mayor 
Reavis, “it has been necessary to 
make reductions in the salaries of 
the city employees ranging from 
5 to 18 per cent. This method 
was uscKl rather than to have to 
discharge employees and lessen¬ 
ing of the services, also creating 
more unemployed in our city. In 
addition to the reduction In sal¬ 
aries, sarings have been made in 
various expenses of the depart¬ 
ments. 

'T>ast year a transfer from the 
water department of $8,000.00 
was made to the interest and 
.sinking fund for the retirement of 
principal and interest on the 
bonded indebtedness of the city. 
For the coming year this Is Im¬ 
possible owing to the unemployed 
situation. Over $20,000 has been 
paid out for wages to relieve the 
uncmploveti to as great an extent 
as was pos.sible for us to do; $14,- 
000.00 for materials. This $34,- 
000.00 has been In addition to 
our regular city expenditures.

"Whereas, local taxes upon all 
property are excessively high and 
are endangering the economic 
welfare of the county, the munici¬ 
palities and the schools; and 
"Whereas, these taxes have 
been increased each year since 
1925, during a period when the 
income of all taxpayers has been 
declining; and 

“Whereas, thousands of our 
taxpayers are unable to pay their 
taxes and are losing their homes, 
their properties and their sources

"Whereas, the governmental 
heads of the local tax-making 
bodies do not appear awake to 
the seriousness of this situation, 
and are now giving consideration 
to the adoption of budgeU which 
are far in excess of the ability of 
the taxpayers to pay; and 

"Whereas, recovery in business 
and return to normalcy are im¬ 
possible while our people are 
over-burdened with excessive tax¬ 
ation; Therefore 

"Be It Resolved, that we de¬ 
mand an immediate reduction of 
thirty (30) per cent in the ex¬ 
penses of local government in 
Los Angeles County, including the 
County of Los Angeles, and the 
various municipalities and the 
school districts; and 

"That a copy of this resolution 
be sent to the County Board of 
Supervisors, to the City Councils 
of municipalities and to the 
School Boards and to the press 
of Los Angeles County."
